If we are going to realize this end, we need up-to-date laboratories, ex- 
cellent language offerings, a full program of physical fitness and vocational guidance. 

Like our school system, our CIVIL DEFENSE needs a positive approach. In place of 
this prevalent feeling of helplessness, conflicting opinions and procrastination, we must 
initiate a program of active community effort in preparing ourselves for any eventuality. 
Realizing the pitfalls of individual shelters close to a strategic target such as Boston, 

I favor underground community shelters which will be considerably safer. . .provided 
there is sufficient warning. However, if there is no warning at all, a home shelter will 
have to do. IN EITHER CASE, IN A NUCLEAR OR A CONVENTIONAL WAR, WE NEED 
SHELTERS! 

In regard to ZONING, the concensus is that our ward should remain residential. Our 
neighbors came to this area to avoid the confusion and congestion of city living. I will 
expend my efforts to maintain their desire. 

In conclusion, I repeat my original statement: My platform will be what properly informed 
people want it to be.
